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The  general'  results  of  the  work  of  the  Association  since  the  date  of  its  Sixth 
Report,  on  29th  February,  1912,  may  be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Under  Object  I,  Widows,  Orphans  and  Dependents,  payments  to  the  amount 
of  13,463.00  were  made  ;  and  (b)  under  Object  II,  Invalided  and  Disabled  Soldiers, 
payments  to  the  amount  of  $5,100.00  were  made. 

On  the  20th  August,  1914,  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Canad- 
ian Patriotic  Fund  ^Association  was  called  by  the  President,  Field  Marshal,  His 
Royal  Highness,  Duke  of  Connaught  and  Strathearn,  K.G.,  K.T.,  K.P.,  &c.,  Governor 
General  of  Canada,  at  which  Resolutions  were  passed  dissolving  the  Association  and 
transferring  the  balance  held  by  it  to  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund,  subject  to  any 
obligations  imposed  upon  the  Association  under  its  Act  of  incorporation  (1st  Ed- 
ward VII,  Cap.  92.) 

At  this  meeting  telegrams  received  from  the  following  members  of  the  Execut-

The  following  minutes  of  said  meeting  set  forth  in  full  the  resolutions  passed 
on  the  dissolution  of  the  Association,  viz.  : — 

Minntes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic 
Fund  Association,  held  in  the  office  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  of 
Canada,  on  Thursday,  20th  August,  1914,  at  3  o'clock  P.M. 
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Present  : — Field  Marshal,  His  Royal  Highness,  Duke  of  Connaught  and  Strath- 
earn,  K.G„  K.T.,  K.P.,  &c.,  in  the  Chair.  The  Honourable  Sir  George  E.  Foster, 
K.C.M.G.,  The  Honourable  Robert  Jaffray,  The  Honourable  John  Costigan,  Lt.-Col. 
Fred.  White,  C.M.G.,  and  His  Honour  Judge  D.  B.  Mactavish. 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  explained  that  he  had  called  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  transferring  any  balance  in  hand  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic 
Fund  Association  into  a  geneaal  fund,  to  be  known  as  "  The  Canadian  Patriotic 
Fund,"  which  fund  was  now  being  incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament. 

The  Honourable  Senator  Jaffray  raised  the  point  that  the  objects  of  the  Canad- 
ian Patriotic  Fund  Association,  provided  for  relief  to  the  soldiers,  whereas  no  pro- 
vision was  made  for  such  relief  in  the  object  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  ;  that 
so  far  as  the  Canadian  soldiers  who  served  in  South  Africa  were  concerned  all  obli- 
gations of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association  in  that  respect  should  be  assumed 
in  any  new  legislation,  and  that  the  substance  of  the  resolution  hereunder  should  be 
incorporated  in  the  proposed  legislation,  viz.  : — 

On  motion  of  the  Honourable  Sir  Geoege  E.  Foster,  K.C.M.G.,  seconded  by  the 
Honourable  Robert  Jaffray,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  unanimously  : — 

"  That  all  moneys,  property  and  securities  now  belonging  to  this  Association  be 

transferred  and  assigned  to  the  Canadian    Patriotic    Fund,    in    order    that   the    said 

moneys,  property  and  securities  may  be  utilized  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  said 

Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  has  been  established,  provided  that  the  obligations,  liabili- 
ties and  debts  of  this  Association  be  assumed  by  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  up  to 
the  amount  transferred  to  it  under  the  provision  of  this  motion  ". 

On  motion  of  the  Honourable  John  Costigan,  seconded  by  His  Honour  Judge 
D.  B.  MacTavish,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  ; — 
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*'  That  the  whole  of  the  moneys  to  be  dealt  with  by  this  Association  having 
been  paid  out  and  expended  or  otherwise  dealt  with,  that  it  be  declared  that  the  said 
Association  shall  be  deemed  to  have  ceased  and  to  be  dissolved  ". 

On  motion  of  the  Honourable  Sir  George  E.  Foster,  K.C.M.G.,  seconded  by  the 
Honourable  Robert  Jaffray,  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed,  and 
the  acting  Secretary  was  instructed  to  submit  them  to  His  Royal  Highness  the  Gov- 
ernor General  for  his  approval  and  transmit  copies  of  the  same  to  Colonel  D.  T. 
Irwin,  C.M.G.,  and  J.  M.  Courtney,  Esq.,  C.M.G.,  I.S.O.,  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
respectively  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association,  namely  •  — 

That  the  thanks  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund 
Association  be  conveyed  to  the  Secretary,  Colonel  D.  T.  Irwin,  C.M.G.,  with  an  ex- 
peession  of  appreciation  of  the  untiring  energy  and  ability  with  which  he  has  con- 
ducted the  affairs  of  the  Association  from  the  date  of  its  organization  on  January 
12th,  1900,  until  its  dissolution  on  August  20th,  1914  ". 

"  That  the  thanks  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund 
Association  be  conveyed  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  J.  M.  Courtney,  Esq., 
C.M.G.,  I.S.O.,  with  an  expression  of  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  him 
since  the  organization  of  the  Association  on  the  12th  January,  1900,  until  its  dis- 
solution on  August  20th,  1914  ".

The  balance  on  hand  on  the  20th  August,  1914,  was  $79,152.86.  This  balance 
did  not  include  interest  earned  on  debentures  to  the  20th  August  but  which  did  not 
become  due  until  after  that  date,  nor  the  interest  on  the  Savings  Bank  balance  from 
April,  29th,  1914,  the  last  date  when  the  interest  had  been  added  to  the  principal. 
The  above  balance  of  $79,152.86  was  made  up  of  $50,000.00  invested  in  Municipal 
debentures  bearing  about  5%  interest,  and  $29,152.86  on  deposit  in  the  Bank  of 
Montreal  yielding  3^%  interest,  under  a  special  arrangement  made  with  that 
bank  when  the  account  was  opened. 

Against  the  above  balance  of  $79,152.86  on  the  20th  August,  1914,  there  were 
liabilities  for  awards  made  to  widows  but  not  yet  fully  paid  of  $950.00. 

There  were  also  several  cases,  one  of  a  widow,  and  others  of  soldiers,  in  which, 
although  temporary  grants  had  been  made,  the  applications  had  not  been  finally  dealt 
with.  To  dispose  of  these  cases  grants  were  made  amounting  to  $2,525.00.  Ex- 
penses for  stationery,  light,  office  rent,  printing  of  final  reports,  &c.,  entailed  a 
further  expenditure  of  $87.59.  The  above  payments  for  relief,  $3,475.00,  and  man- 
agement expenses,  $87.59,  or  $3,562.59  in  all,  reduced  the  balance  from  $79,152.86 
to  $75,590.27.  To  this  last  amount  is  to  be  added  the  Savings  bank  interest  to  the 
14th  September,  1914,  the  date  of  audit,  namely,  $382.35.  This  makes  a  total  at 
the  credit  of  the  fund  of  $75,972.62.  which  has  been  handed  over  to  the  Honorary 
Treasurer  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund. 

It  having  been  deemed  advisable  to  immediately  pay  off  all  present  claims  against 
the  Association,  leaving  any  future  claims  of  Canadian  soldiers  who  served  in  South 
Africa  or  their  dependents  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund,  the  above 
payments  were  made  before  handing  over  the  balance  to  the  Honorary  Treasurer  of 
the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund. 
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There  were  1,121  cases  favourably  considered   by   the    Relief    Committee,   sub- 
divided  as  follows  under  the  various  objects  of  the  Association,  viz.  : —

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The  following  statement  shows  the  total  receipts  and  the  total  amount  expended 
in  relief  during  the  14  years  and  7  months  the  Association  has  been  in  existence 
from  the  12th  January,  1900,  to  August  20th,  1914.  The  balance  shown  hereunder

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  observed  that   the   fund   was   adminis- 
tered during  the  14  years  and  7  months  of  its  existence  at  a  cost  of  $6,553.02.   When 
it  is  borne  in  mind  that  no  salary  was  paid  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the   Fund  and 
that  3000  copies  of  the  first  report  of  the  Association  containing  a  list  of  all  the  sub- 
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scribers  was  printed  and  distributed  to  a  very  large  number  of  contributors  to  the 
fund,  at  a  cost  of  $1,392.22,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  management  expenses  for  the 
printing  of  the  various  reports  and  confidential  lists  of  beneficiaries.  &o.,  stationery, 
assistance,  postage,  office  rent,  light,  &c.,  for  nearly  15  years  amount  in  round  num- 
bers to  a  little  over  15,000.00.  From  the  above  figures  it  is  quite  evident  that  the 
fund  was  administered  in  a  most  economical  manner.  On  the  other  hand  the  high- 
est rates  of  interest  were  obtained,  as  already  shown  in  this  report.  Of  the  #340,- 
975.63  contributed  1318,757.30  were  expended  in  relief,  leaving  122,218.33  of  the 
contril)utions  undistributed,  which,  with  accrued  interest  of  153,754.29  in  excess  of 
management  expenses  makes  a  balance  of  175,972.62. 

This  last  named  sum  has  been  handed  over  to  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund. 

The  Act  incorporating  The  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  (5  Geo.  V.  Chap.  8)  provides 
that  that  corporation  shall  assume  all  the  obligations  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund 
Association  incorporated  under  1  Edward  VII,  Chapter  92  up  to  the  amount  trans- 
ferred to  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund.

SEVENTH  REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITORS  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PATRIOTIC 

FUND    ASSOCIATION. 


Ottawa,  September  14th,  1914. 

To  THE  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association, — 

We  beg  to  report  that  we  have  completed  the  audit  of  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, in  pursuance  of  Section  7,  Chapter  92  (1  Edward  VII),  1901,  from  the  date  of 
the  previous  audit,  29th  February,  1912,  to  14th  September,  1914. 

The  accounts  administered  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  dur- 
ing the  period  above  referred  to,  have  been  examined  by  us  with  relative  vouchers 
and  authorities,  and  are  certified  as  correct. 

The  balance  shown  by  our  last  report  was  $77,036.02  ;  interest  added  by  the 
Bank  of  Montreal  to  date  of  audit,  $2,787.60  ;  interest  on  debentures,  15,487.50, 
making  a  total  of  $85,311.12. 

The  total  expenditure  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report  was  $9,338.50, 
made  up  as  follows  : — Relief  to  widows,  orphans  and  dependents,  $3,463.00  ;  soldiers, 
$5,1000.00,  and  sundry  expenses,  $775.50,  leaving  a  balance  of  $75,972.62  at  the 
credit  of  the  Association  on  14th  September,  1914. 
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Of  this  balance,  150,000.00  is  the  par  value  of  city  and  town  debentures,  as 
shown  in  the  fourth  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  (page  9)  and  $25,972.62  is 
on  deposit  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal. 

We  may  add  that  in  this  examination,  as  in  previous  ones,  every  facility  was 
offered  us  by  the  officers  of  the  Association  in  the  examination  of  all  records  and 

accounts.
